I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for 


General . 

The  Colwyn  Rural  District  is  almost  entirely  rural, 
one  third  of  it’s  dwellings  being  agricultural'  dwelling  houses, 
and  a large  proportion  of  the  remainder  being  cottages  occupied 
by  farm  workers . 

The  only  industrial  undertakings  in  the  area  are  a 
Stone  Quarry,  a C .17.  S.  Creamery  and  two  Railway  Stations 
employing  a total  of  approximately  160  persons,  most  of  whom 
reside  outside  the  Colwyn  Rural  District.

Reductions  in  train  services  caused  very  great  difficulties 
in  the  submission  of  water  samples  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Hereford,  nd  sempl.es  had  to  be  refrigerated 
overnight  for  despatch  by  train  on  the  morning  fallowing 
collection.  For  the  same  reason  despatch  of  samples  by 
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train  to  the  Public  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  became 
impossible . 

Facilities  for  milk  testing  were  available  at  the 
Laboratories  of  the  National  agricultural  Advisory  Service 
at  Brecon  and  Bui 1th  Wells  and  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff.

Sani  aAon  and  Water  Supplies. 

'Water  supplies  to  various  parts  of  the  district  are 
obtained  from  springs,  and  hove  remained  satisfactory  in 
quantity  throughout  the  year.  One  supply  was  cleaned  out 
as  a routine  measure,  and  a subsequent  sample  proved  very 
satisfactory. 

Twenty- six  samples  were  taken  from  private  sources,  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  advice  given  on  treatment  and 
cleaning.

Milk. 


Milk  is  supplied  throughout  the  area  by  producer  - 
retailers.  These  either  reside  in  the  area  or  serve  it 
from  the  neighbouring  urban  district  of  Builth  Wells. 

The  premises  of  the  producer  - retailers  are  controlled 
-y  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
who  showed  no  1 ck  of  co-operation  when  necessary. 

In  once  case  where  a producer  - retailer  sought  to  evade 
action  by  the  Ministry  by  giving  up  production  in  favour 
of  distribution  only,  the  Sanitary  Officer’s  co-operation 
was  asked  for,  an  immediate  visit  to  the  premises  made 
and  subsequent  action  persuaded  the  distributor  to  go  out 
of  business. 

No  complaints  of  unsatisfactory  milk  supplies  were 
received  from  consumers. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  inspections  were  maintained  at  the  slaughter- 
house at  Llanelwedd.
